Mexican Revolution (s. Sweep- 
ing Towards the Capital 


THE UNITED MEXICAN STATES” 


New Government Proclalmed by Ma- 
dero, Who Claims Allegiance From 
Seven States—Americans Said to Be 
In Great Peril—Disturbances in 
Various Parts of Republic—Thou- 
sand Persons Reported Killed 


Mexico City, Nov. 23.—The gov- 
ernment has learned that Madero, the 
revolutionary leader, has proclaimed a 
provisional government of the United 
Mexican States and that he claims al- 
legiance from seven states. 

The cabinet of President Diaz was 
in session all day and all night, con- 
Sidering steps to be taken to crush 
the revolution. President Diaz held 


long conferences with War Minister | 
| ton has announced his candidacy for 


Cosio in private. 

A battle between revolutionary 
forces.and government troops extends 
from Metamoras to Loreda, a dis- 
tance of 200 miles. , 

At Carmago the rebels made an un- 
successful assault upon the garrison 
and retired with 100 dead and wound- 
ed. At Mier revolutionists and ru- 
rales clashed, the rurales going over 
to the rebels after 'a brief skirmish. 

A revolutionary army is proceeding 
against Monterey and an attack there 
fs imminent. Most of the Americans 
have fled. 


By Way of Texas 

El; Paso, Tex., Nov. 23.—The 
Mexican revolution is sweeping like 
wild fire toward the capital, accord- 
ing to dispatches received here. 

The rebels are operating in force 
to within 100 miles of Mexico City, 
and are fighting and spreading their 
propaganda throughout a vast terri- 
tory, extending fanwise from here 
clear up to the Rio Grande. Seven 
different states are more or less in 
revolution. 

Americans are in great peril in Mex- 
feo. When the rebels moved upon 
Rio Blanco, Nogales and Santa Rosa, 
shooting down resisting officers, loot- 
ing stores and applying the torch, re- 
ports came of anti-American threats. 
Cards bearing such inscriptions as 
“Kill the Yankees,” are being posted. 

The rebels are in control of the 
towns of San Antonio, San Andreas, 
Torreon Ranch, Minaca, Encimillas, 
Guerrero and all the surrounding ter- 
ritory in the state of Chihuahua. Mar- 
tial law has been proclaimed in Chi- 
huahua, according to late reports. 

More than 1000 men and women 
have been killed and wounded in fight- 
ing about the towns of Parral, Torre- 
on, Gomez Palacio,, Durango and 
Pueblo, according to the same report. 
This is a conservative estimate: other 
reports of less definite character make 
the losses five times as high. 

Minister of War Coslo sent large 
detachments to prevent the Yaqui In- 
dians from joining the rebels. The 
Yaquis are the most savage tribe of 
Indians extant and they have always 
been a thorn in the side of Mexican 
peace. The territory in which they 
live is wild and rugged and constantly 
patrolled by rurales. 

Treason in the Mexican army will 
be crushed by the Mexican govern- 
ment with an fron hand. News 
reached here that nineteen officers and 
privates of one of the regular regi- 
ments at Orizaba were arrested and 
immediately executed in the military 
prison. 

The executions followed wholesale 
desertions from the ranks of the fed- 
eral troops to the insurgents. A late 
report says that fighting is still going 
On at Torreon, where the revolution- 
ists are being aided by 300 federal 
troops who have deserted. 

United States troops are patrolling 
the border to preserve the neutrality 
laws. Troop K, Third United States 
cavalry, arrived from Fort Sam Hous- 
ton. The soldiers are equipped with 
ammunition and rations for a long 
stay. Troop L, of the Third cavalry, 
is rushing to Eagle Pass from San An- 
tonlo. While it is believed that these 
two troops will be able to patrol the 
‘border other soldiers are held in readi- 
mess for call. 


GUNBOATS MAKE A RECORD 


‘Complete 26,200-Mile Journey Around 
the Globe In Good Trim 

Portsmouth, N. H., Nov. 23.—The 
United States gunboats Wheeling and 
Petrel have just arrived in the Ports- 

mouth navy yard after completing a 
26,200-mile journey from San Fran- 
cisco around the globe by way of the 
Suez canal. 

The two gunboats are the smallest 
craft of any navy ever to make so 
long a trip, and the manner in which 
both weathered the heavy seas on the 
passage has caused favorable com- 
ment in naval circles.

Battle With Policeman 

Providence, Nov. 22.—Almost like 
a coat of barbed mail was the cloth- 
ing worn by Henry B. Griswold, a 
madman, when he went out to slay 
Policeman Foye in the fashionable 
Elmwood district. 

Although Foye escaped the thrust of 
a knife the madman had, he fell a vic- 
tim to the armament of Griswold, 
which lacerated his tace and hands 
and in fact punctured his whole body. 
The policeman’s clothing was also 
torn to tatters before the battle was 
checked. But Griswold fought all the 
way to the police station, and several 
men were required to subdue him. 

His clothing, it was found, had 
been filled with long steel tacks with 
the sharp ends pointing outward. 
There were 117 of them in all, and 
Griswold had spent the whole of Sun- 
day inserting them in his clothing. 
The tacks were even fixed into the 
collar of the coat and his white linen 
collar as well,

Just before that 
he had served on the staff of Governor 
Russell.’ 


TRAWL BRINGS UP 
RELIC OF PORTLAND 


Fisherman Gets Electrolier of 
the Ill-Fated Steamer 


Boston, Nov. 21.—A mass of twist- 
ed electric light fixtures twined about 
a brass electrolier, a portion of the 
saloon fixtures of the steamer Port- 
land, which was lost with all hands 
in a November storm twelve years 
ago, was dragged up out of the-sea by 
the fishing trawls of the schooner Ida 
Silva off the Middle Bank and has 
reached Boston. 

All doubt as to the authenticity of 
this remarkable souvenir of the wreck, 
in which the lives of the 300 persons 
were lost on the night of Nov. 27, 
1898, is removed by the discovery of 
the name of the manufacturers of the 
fixtures inside the bowl of the chan- 
delier. 

By this discovery it is thought the 
exact location of the steamer’s hull 
may be found. Several pilots have 
viewed the souvenir of the worst acci- 
dent of the sea which ever took place 
on the New England coast, and an ef- 
fort will be made to obtain other por- 
tions of the Portland from the depths 
of the Middle Banks.

Providence Madman Puts Up Hard 


The sands of the sea are sin; 
useful. They are of primary impor- 
tance in glassmaking. They have an 
important place in warfare, as a bank 
of sand twenty inches thick is proof 
against modern rifle shots. The elec- 
trical properties of sand show that it 
has positive electricity, although a rod 
of silica, the chief constituent of sand, 
is negative. 

The singular drying effect which oc- 
curs when a stretch of wet sand is 
pressed by the foot is due entirely to 
an alteration in the piling of the sand 
grains. Normally the grains are close 
together, but abnormal piling is 
brought about by pressure of the foot, 
the space between the edges of the 
grains being enlarged and the water 
drained away. If the pressure of the 
foot is continued the sand becomes 
wetter than ever, the partial vacuum 
quickly bringing water from the sur- 
rounding sand. 

In quicksand the moving character 
is thought to be due to the imprison- 
ment bet ween the grains of gases from 
organic matter,—Chicago Tribune.

Advises Use of Mail Boxes 


By direction of the Post Office De- 
partment, the attention of patrons of 
the local office is invited to the ad- 
vantages of providing facilities for 
the receipt of their mail by erecting 
conveniently accessible boxes or cut- 
ting pane ae slots in their doors, 
Such action would enable the post- 
master to give a prompter and better 
delivery service with the means at 
his disposal, since the carriers can 
cover much more territory in less 
time if not compelled to wait for an 
answer to their ring. Private recep- 
tacles for mail are also a great con- 
venience to the householder, obviat- 
ing the necessity of responding to the 
carrier’s call at inconvenient mo- 
ments and permitting the safe deliv- 
ery of mail in the absence of mem- 
bers of the household. They also 
prevent the occasional necessity of 
a carrier’s proceeding on his route 
without delivering mail because of 
failure to answer his ring within a 
reasonable time, and enable him to 
make deliveries to patrons living on 
or near the end of the route at an 
earlier hour. It has been shown by 
actual experience that the benefits 
derived by patrons of city delivery 
from the use of such receptacles far 
outweigh the small expense involved.

Charged Against Corporation 
Dealing In Stocks 


BOVERNMENT CONDUCTS RAID 


Books and Papers of Burr Bros. 
Selzed by Federal Officers, Who Ar- 
rest Three Heads of Firm—No Divi- 
dends Received by Buyers of Be- 
tween $40,000,000 and $50,000,000 
of Stock In Various Companies 


New York, Nov. 22.—Federal offi- 
eials raided the offices occupied by 
Burr Bros., a corporation dealing in 
agtocks and other securities. The raid 
Was made on warrants charging use 
of the mails to defraud investors. 
Postoffice officials say that the con- 
cern has sold to investors at par value 
between $40,000,000 and $60,000,000 
of stock in various companies, most of 
which have gone out of existence or 
have become bankrupt. 

The warrants were issued by United 
States Commissioner Shield and the 
officers of the corporation were ar- 
rested and its books and papers 
seized. The raid was planned by 
Postoffice Inspector Dickson, in 
charge of this district, and Postmaster 
General Hitchcock and Chief Postoffice 
Inspector Sharpe, who came from 
Washington to see that it was carried 
out successfully. 

The officers arrested were Sheldon 
Cc. Burr, president; Frank H. Tobey, 
vice president, and Eugei.e H. Burr, 
secretary and treasurer. Arrests are 
expected to be made in Cleveland, 
Chicago, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, where the corporation has ex- 
tensive offices. 

Postoffice officials have been work- 
ing on the case for months. Hun- 
dreds of complaints have been made 
against the corporation by investors 
who charge that they have been 
swindled through false representations 
made to them concerning the profits 
that were being realized by those who 
-put their money Into oil, timber, cop- 
per, lead, zinc and gold. 

Before criminal action could be 
taken postoffice inspectors had to se- 
cure legal evidence as to the standing 
and affairs. of the various companies 
which the Burr Bros. were promoting 
and which they alleged to the invest- 
ors were operating to their fullest 
capacity and’ were paying dividends. 
The inquiry necessitated visits by gov- 
ernment experts to mines and other 
properties in distant parts of the 
country. 

After the raid Hitchcock gave out an 
official memorandum concerning the 
Burr Bros., which was organized sev- 
eral years ago and in 1907 was in- 
corporated with a capital of $100,- 
000, and later increased to $300,000. 
The memorandum gives a long list of 
companies in which the firm has been 
interested and concludes: 

“Sheldon C. Burr, Eugene H. Burr 
and fF. Harry Tobey are the only 
members of the firm in New York at 
the present time. 

“In every instance they have prom- 
ised large dividends on the stock sold 
in addition to an increase in the 
value of the stock, but not in a single 
case have any of the companies paid 
any dividends, and practically all of 
them have been complete failures. 

“The department has received sev- 
eral hundred complaints from people 
who have bought this stock and lost 
their money.” 

The three officials of the company, 
President Burr, Vice President Tobey 
and Secretary Burr, were arraigned 
before Commissioner Shields and held 
in $20,000 bail each. The federal 
prosecutor said that the alleged frauds 
are very extensive. The date for the 
examination of the three prisoners 
will be determined later. Other of- 
ficials alleged to be connected with the 
Burr Bros. in the west and on the Pa- 
cific coast are C. H. Tobey and EB. 
W. Preston. 

The raid on Burr Bros. is said to 
be only the first step on the part of 
the government to suppress fake bro- 
kerage houses, which Hitchcock said 
had in five years fleeced the public out 
of $10,000,000. 

Charles L. Vaughn, a director of 
the Continental Wireless Telegraph 
and Telephone company, incorporat- 
ed in Arizona, was taken in a sec- 
ond raid and held in $10,000 bail. In- 
spectors say his company has sold 
stock to the amount of at least $1,- 
000,000 which has brought no return 
to the investors. ‘Vaughn {s treasurer 
of the Columbia Finance company, 
which acts as fiscal agent for the Con- 
tinental Wireless Telegraph and Tele- 
phone company, and had charge of 
the Continental's offices in this city.

Tolstof was looked upon as one of 
the greatest writers Russia has ever 
produced. His countrymen have al- 
ways believed in his sincerity, an¢é 
though he has always advocated 
peace, he was regarded as one of the 
greatest of forces behind the ‘revolu- 
tionary movement in Russia. He had 
written and touched upon subjects 
which would have meant’exife to Si- 
beria had any other Russian, .ex- 
pressed such views as he advanced. 
Although born an aristocrat, Tol- 
stoi consistently preached the doctrine 
that the humble peasant had rights 
which even the czar was bound to re- 
spect. He has preached poverty, and 
gone about in peasant’s garb. He 
wore this costume on the day that he 
set out with Dr, Makovetsky, leav- 
ing his family and friends with but 
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$15 in his pocket and started forth to 


find seclusion. He has worn wooden 
shoes, tilled the soil with rude imple- 
ments and all this in the face of fam- 
fly opposition. 

Devoutness was ever one of the 
orders of his life. He believed that 
Christian doctrine should be applied to 
the daily Nfe of each person. The 
revolutionary ideas of Tolstoi brought 
him into conflict with the hierarchy of 
the Greek church many times and he 
has ever been disdainful of mandates 
enunciated from the pulpit. 

Tolstoi was born in Yastia Poliana 
eighty-two years ago and his family 
is possessed of a magnificent estate 
which the venerable sage 'made over 
to them some time ago. As a boy his 
education was looked after by tutors, 
but later on he was sent to the Unit- 
versity of Kazan, where he studied 
medicine, astronomy, theology, 
chemistry and social questions. 

Man to him appeared to be the 
greatest study of all studies and he 
has shown profound knowledge of 
hitman nature fn all his books. He 
was opposed to war, a matter of opin- 
ion which perplexed many, for at one 
time he had served in the army and 
had fought at Sebastopol. In that de- 
fense of the citidel he proved himself 
and efficient and brave officer, but af- 
ter peace was declared voiced the 
opinion that the pen was far mightier 
than the sword and prepared to use 
this weapon in behalf of the rights of 
men, 

He wrote novel after novel, which, 
under the guise of interesting fiction, 
has some moral lesson as its great 
object. His work on Napoleon, de- 
picting the invasion of 1812, was ex- 
tremely realistic. 

In his autobiography he says: 

“] would divide my life into four 
periods—the innocent, joyful, poetic 
period up to fourteen; then those 
dreadful twenty years, the period of 
coarse dissoluteness of service, of 
ambition and vanity, and above all of 
sensuousness; next the eighteen years 
during which I have lived regular, 

,nonest family life, yet @ period all the 
‘{nterest of which is limited to ego- 
tistical family cares, to concern for 
the Increase of wealth, the attain- 
ment of literary success and the en- 
joyment of every kind of pleasure, 
and the fourth period, in which I now 
live and hope to die, from whose 
standpoint I see-all the significance ft 
my past life.” {

Expensive Agitation for Working- 
men 


Among the widespread comment 
upon the article in this column last 
week touching upon the motive be- 
hind the tariff agitation within the 
Home Market Club, there has been 
one suggestion that the criticism of 
Speaker Walker iy due to an un- 
friendly feeling between him and the 
writer. 

There is absolutely no foundation 
for such a suggestion. On the con- 
trary, there is the most friendly feel- 
ing between the writer and the pres- 
ent Speaker of the House, and cer- 
tainly the writer has very high regard 
for that gentleman. That regard, 
however, does not prevent honest 
criticism of a~ public man, and’ that 
is all that was designed in last week's 
issue. We believe that. Mr. Walker. 
is plaving politics and we believe that 
it is such serious “playing” as to de- 
mand the attention of every person 
interested in the welfare of such 
communities as that in which we live: 

One needs no more impressive ob- 
ject lesson of the actual conditions 
that now exist in the textile world, 
than is afforded by a view of busi- 
ness in Lawrence and its surround- 
ing territory at the present time. Not 
only at the present time, but for 
more than a year, there is hardly an 
industry using wool or cotton that 
has not suffered more or less short 
time. For more than a year the 
great mills have failed to give to 
their employees other than a partly- 
filled pay envelope at each week’s 
pay day. For more than a year there 
has been a constant weekly promise, 
suggested or actually made, that im- 
provement was about to come, but 
the facts in connection with all this 
are, that things do not look better 
and that improvement has not come, 
and probably today industrial condi- 
tions are as bad if not worse than 
they have been at any time during 
this period referred to.

Can Ian McDougall Read? 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 
The title of this communication 
has the semblance of absurdity and 
impudence, but it finds justification 
in the inaccuracy of McDougall’s 
reading of my last and some former 
communications in the Townsman, I 
have refrained from replying to pre- 
vious misstatements because of their 
minor importance, but these last are 
so flagrant that I feel it my duty to 
correct them, as I do not wish to 
have such statements attributed to 


me. 

McDougall says, “The usual logical 
good sense of Mr. Rhodes is lack- 
ing when he says that we are not 
ah to sell our goods abroad.” 

he statement has absolutely no 
foundation whatever. The communi- 
cation contained no reference or con- 
sideration along the lines of our ex- 
port trade or “selling goods abroad.” 

He further says: “It is strange that 
Mr. Rhodes sees cheaper farm prod- 
uce if we have a new tariff with Can- 
ada.” “A new tariff with Canada,” 
and “cheaper farm produce” had no 
consideration in the communication 
whatever. 

He finally says: “and at the same 
time tells us that reducing the duty 
on hides has inereased the price of 
leather.” I will quote my whole para- 
graph relative to hides and leather 
products, that all may read and 
be % how well he reads: 

“A few years ago there was a great 
agitation for placing hides on the 
free list. We were promised that 
with free hides we would’ have 
cheaper boots and shoes and. other 
leather products. The Payne-Ald- 
rich bill placed hides on the free list 
and reduced the duty on boots and 
shoes 50 or 60 per cent. What fol- 
lowed this change? The price of 
boots and shoes and other leather 
siyages ag increased 25 to 30 per cent. 

id the tariff do it?” 

Because -I have observed and stat- 
ed that higher prices of boots and 
shoes and other leather products fol- 
lowed the reduction of the tariff rate, 
it is not equivalent to saying that the 
tariff was the cause and higher prices 
was the effect. I did not say, nor 
can it be implied that “reducing the 
duty on hides has increased the price 
of leather.” Great business expan- 
sion followed the Civil War, but the 
Civil War was not the cause of that 
business expansion. Night follows 
day, but day is not the cause of 
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he object of my paragtaph rela- 
tive to hides was to illustrate by a 
fact that we did not get what was 
promised us if hides were placed on 
the free list, and to give it as evi- 
dence as.one of the numerous in- 
stances which prove that prices do 
not follow the tariff rate always. 
Also as evidence of one of the many 
instances that refute the charge that 
the present tariff is the cause of the 
high cost of living. 

Ian McDougall in closing his mus- 
ings has reference to the conduct of 
a gentleman. This prompts me to 
say that when one gentleman publicly 
criticizes the statements of another, 
he shculd at least be just, accurate, 
and complete in quoting him. He 
should not mutilate and extort his 
statements, and then organize them 
into statements that are gross mis- 
representations. Quotations should 
be complete and in the exact words 
of the author, so that the public may 
judge if the critic has placed the 
right construction on them. 

I read “McDougall’s Musings” and 
find them very interesting and full of 
good things. But I have also ob- 
served that these “musings” almost 
invariably gravitate around a nucleus, 
which is the tariff. McDougall’s dis- 
like for the American tariff is appar- 
ent, and reminds nie of a number 
of Englishmen and other British sub- 
jects of my acquaintance who are 
continually disparaging the political 
and economic conditions of this coun- 
try and praising those of the “old 
country.” But I notice that these 
same gentlemen retain their resi- 
dence here and thrive and enjoy our 
prosperity and exercise their fran- 
chise, and at the same time cherish 
their patriotism for the land of their 
birth. I am well aware that they do 
many things better in the “old coun- 
try,” but in spite of our defects the 
ultimate ends and desires of life are 
more easily obtained and more 


abundantly enjoyed here than in any 


other country in the world. 

As I am closing this communica- 
tion one of the morning papers has 
the following headlines, attributing 
the responsibility to Champ Clark: 
“No extra session to revise tariff.” 
This means that the Payne-Aldrich 
bugaboo is fading away and_ the 
promises to the people can wait, also 
aah fag more of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff. “Clark declares against any- 
thing that will injure legitimate busi- 
ness.” This implies that there is 
somie stability in business today, and 
that there is danger of injury in the 
hands of the party going into power.

Wher. a storm in September de- 
stroyed much of the oat, wheat and 
barley crops in Scotland, one old 
farmer whose lands were sadly devas- 
tated said that it was a good thing 
that other people’s grain was also in 
bad shape.

That 
may be, but the jokes, fun and humor 
at election times make Dr, Johnson’s 
statement doubtful.

Every point made is cheered 
or hissed, as the audience is not all 
of one party. Here a Democratic 
rally is shunned by the godly stand- 
patters, and a Republican red fire, 
drum-beating circus business is “like 
vinegar to the teeth and smoke to 
the eyes” of a good Democrat. 

The address of the candidate is 
only a small part of the show in 
Scotland. The fun comes in at the 
“heckling,” as_it is called, or ques-

Sir 
Donald Currie, the head of the Ori- 
ental arid Peninsular Steam Shipping 
Co., was the son .of an honest bar- 
ber, who went as a boy of fourteen 
at the great sum of one dollar a 
week to sweep out the offices and 
clean the lamps in the Liverpool 
shipping office, and when he died a 
few years ago left a hundred thou- 
sand dollars to repair an old church 
building. Well, Donald Currie had 
tact. When he was a candidate his 
opponent, a blue-blooded Tory with 
an eyeglass and a retreating chin, 
scoffed at the idea of an intelligent 
constituency voting for a man whose 
father was a barber. Sir Donald re- 
plied by saying that if his opponent’s 
father had been a barber he would 
also have been one, or it may be, not 
being capable of using a razor, was 
only allowed to put soft soap on the 
faces of people as his son was now 
doing. 

The Right Hon. W. E. Baxter, 
member for the Montrose buroughs 
for years, was at one time rather in 
a fix by voting with the Tories to get 
shorter hours in factories. When he 
told in his stump speech what they 
said of him in the lobby of the House 
of Commons all was forgiven. Mr. 
Baxter said that the Liberal whip, on 
marking off how the members would 
vote, had no difficulty in putting aye 
or HO against all-the-Scotch members’ 
names *ntil he came to the member 
for the Montrose buroughs. The 
whip ‘scratched his head and said, 
“W. E. Baxter, damn him; I don’t 
know how he will vote.” On Mr, 
Baxter telling this story, on old 
shoemaker in the audience cried. out: 
“Na, na, Willie, Gusare too good a 
man to be damned;‘we will save ye,” 

The latest exhibition of using one 
drop of honey instead of a gallon of 
gall to catch the crowd, that I know 
of, was when Lloyd George was 
snap ing last year. After speaking 
of the Budget and other things, he 
said: “I now come to the question of 
home rule for Ireland.” A man in 
the audience roared out, “Home rule 
for Hell!” They were to put the 
man out for having too much whis- 
key inside of him, when Lloyd 
George said, “Please let the bibulous 
gentleman enjoy himself. I always 
like to hear a man speak up for his 
country!” 

The Marquis of Hartington, who 
yawned during his first speech in the 
House of Commons and told the 
Tories that he had changed his mind 
about going into the cave of Adul- 
lam (see First Samuel, 22:1,2) with 
them, may apply to some political 
scenes today.

The Situation 

We saw our Psalmist in the other! 
Psalms gradually quieting his dis- 
tress by turning a deaf ear to the re- 
proaches and slanders of —his_en- 
emies, and casting himself upon God. | 
“In Thee, O Lord, I hope. Thou! 
wilt.hear, O Lord my God, wilt hear 
their slanders and will listen to my 
prayer.” But he cannot abide in 
peace. The endeavor to repress his 
feeling keeps his trouble vividly be- 
fore his mind, until he can contain 
himself no longer. 

It is impossible for us, in the clear 
light of the gospel, fully to recognize 
the darkness which enveloped these 
ancient saints or the insupportable 
weight of the mysteries which per- 
plexed them, or to appreciate their 
marvelous faith, in view of the ob- 
scurity in which they lived. There 
was for them no clear and convinc- 
revelation of the future life. 
There were occasional glimpses of 
what to us is an png reality; but 
they were only like a landscape re- 
vealed for an instant by a flash of 
lightning out of midnight darkness 
(see Ps.

God had pledged to the godly long 
life and prosperity, and threatened 
the ungodly with trouble; and when

est hours lighted with foregleams of 
the glory for which they are in part 
a preparation. 
_ Frivolous indeed is the pursuit, for 
its own sake, of pleasure, fame, or 
wealth, even by fair means; much 
more when sought by the selfish and 
unworthy methods by which they are 
usually gained, when compared with 
roriag together with God for a 
Christlike character for ourselves 
and others; where even the drudger- 
ies of life, its mishaps and misfor- 
tunes, its sufferings and tations. 
become the tools of the divine arti- 
ficer to make of us a “thing of 
beauty and a joy forever.” 

There is but one remedy for the 
‘evils lamented in this Psalm, but one 
salvation for the enigmas that have 
puzzled men from age to » and 
that is the right attitude towards 
God—the attitude of loyalty and love, 
“yielding our members—our facul- 
ties, energies, opportunities and pos- 
sessions, as instruments of righteous- 
ness” unto God. Nor does this atti- 
tude detract from the common inter- 
ests of life, as some suppose. It only 
enhances and glorifies them. I pray 
not for of disciples, says Jesus, that 
thou wouldst take them out of the 
world, but that thou wouldst keep 
them from the evil. This is God’s 
world and its business is our 
Father’s business. If he calls us to 
accumulate, as he often does, we 
“heap up,” knowin that he will 
gather, for we are his stewards and 
nought that we have is ours; and it 
is the joy of the steward to be pro- 
nounced faithful. Does he call us. 
to suffer, we become partakers of 
Christ’s sufferings and of the glory 
that shall follow. The brevity A life 
will not concern us, for “that life is 
long that answers life’s great end,’”” 
and we know that man, the true man, 
is immortal till his work is done. For 
the number of our months is with 
God. “He hath appointed our 
bounds which we cannot pass,” and 
which we do not wish to pass, since 
to depart and be with Christ is bet- 
ter; and so we may say with our 
Psalmist, “Now, Lord, what wait I 
for.

Andover Does not Get Fund 


By a decision of the full bench of 
the Supreme Court that part of the 
estate of Benjamin H. Punchard of 
Andover, who died sixty years ago, 
and which was left to his adopted 
daughter, Ellen, does not go to An- 
dover for an orphan asylum, but is 
to be distributed among other char- 
ities, The decision was on a petition 
brought by Frances S. Clarke, execu- 
trix, against the inhabitants of Ando- 
ver and others with a view to have 
the will of Mr. Punchard construed 
so as to dispose of certain funds in 
the hands of the petitioner. 


The testator left $10,000 to his

the amounts given to them during the | 


adopted daughter, Sarah Elizabeth, 
and $7000 to his adopted daughter, 
Ellen, the income if not needed for 
their schooling and support, to be 
added to the principal during their 
minority and at the age of twenty- 
e income of 


remainder of their lives, and sooner, 
if married before the age of twenty- 
one, at the time of said marriage. 
The will provided further that “in 
case of the death of either of them 
before they come of age, or are mar- 
ried, the said sum or sums to be ap- 
propriated for the establishment of 
an orphan asylum for Andover for the 
benefit of orphans and indigent chil- 
dren.” 

The daughter, Ellen, died in 1892, 
never having been married and being 
much more than twenty-one. Her 
legacy has been in the hands of trus- 
tees and the petitioner in this. case 
is the executrix of Amasa Clarke, 
who was the last survivor of the 
trustees. 8 

The question most discussed was 
whether, to give the remainder ef- 
fect for the establishment of an asy- 
lum in Andover, the death of Ellen 
must occur before the happening of 
either of the events referred to, 
whichever might happen first, name- 
lv. her coming of age or her mar- 
riage, so that the happening of either 
before her death would. defeat the 
remainder without the happening of 
the other before her death, or, wheth- 
tr the remainder would vest on her 
death unless she had both come of 
age and had been married before! 
that time. 

The court is of the opinion that it 
was only in case of her death before 
either event happened that -this re- 
mainder was to take effect, so that 
if she came of age or. was married 
before her death ‘the money was not 
to be apvropriated to this charitable 
use. The amount goes to the re- 
siduary éstate, and under a general 
residuary clause the domestic and 
foreign missionary society of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the 
United States gets two-fifths, the 
American Sunday School Union, the 
Seamen’s Friend Society and the 
American Bible Society one-fifth 
each. 

Payment of income was made_to 
the beneficiary during her life. The 
fund, with its accumulations, which 
is to be divided among the societies 
named, amounts to about $20,000— 
Boston Transcript.
